HOW THE MONEY IS 10 
BE USED BY PRESIDENT 


Security for Loan Is the Customs 
Revenues of the Republic—Im- 
post Duties on Alcoholic 
Liquors To Be Imposed 
and Collected. 


Washington, September 10.—Mr. Squiers, 
Onited States minister at Havana, today 
Relegraphed the department of Mate the 
Bubstance of the (Cuban loan 11 as it 
passed the house. His telegran said the 
bill was substantially as follows: 

1. The president is autliorizead to nego- 
tiate for the republic a loan of $35,000,000, 
American gold, at a minimum rate of 
issue of 90 per cent and maximum in- 
terest of 5 per cent, annually. 

2. The loan shall be redeemable in forty 
years, redemption to commence at expira- 
tion of ten years from first year allot- 
mgrents. Payment of interest and redemp- 
tion shall be included in genera] budgets 
@s provided in subdivision 3, article lix, 
of the constitution. 

3. The loan shall be used in the follow- 
fng manner: Four million dollars nominal, 
for developing agriculture in geenral, and 
live stock industry in manner named by 
congress ;$31,40,000 nominal for meeting 
Obligations contained in the first tran- 
gitory provisions of the constitution, it 
being understood that payment of wages 
of revolutionary army shall be in accorad- 
ance with provisions of decrees of October 
24, 1895, ancl Senember 14, 1896, of council 
of government#of revolution, and after 
rectification of army rolls and their classi- 
' fication by congress. 

4. The executive may float the loan fn 
@eries as he deems advisable, but no 
anterest shall be earned until the money 
ig delivered. 

5. The executive is authorized to give 
@s security for this transaction the cus- 
toms revenues. 

6. To provide, in acordance with sub- 
division 2, of article lix, of constitution, 
funds for covering in the fixed budget 
Gums required for the payment of inter- 
est and redemption, there is provided a 
permanent impost of alcoholic liquors 
as shown in the table below and, in an- 
Gition, 10 per cent of the total of customs 
receipts cdllected. Impost tax on alco- 
holic Nquors: Alcohol, irrespective of re- 
ceptacile in which contained, per litre, 20 
cents: brandy, 25 cents; same in bottles, 
80 cents. Whisky, irrespective of recepta- 
cle, 40 cents; gin and gin bron, 2) cents; 
spirituous liquors, 30 cents; cremes and 
distilled liquors, 30 cents; soft wines, 30 
cents; soft wine in bottles, 20 cents; 
ordinary wines, irrespective of recepta- 
cles, 30 cents. Beer and cider, irrespective 
of receptacle, 10 cents; liquors imported in 
botties or fiasks shall be assessed, in addi- 
tion, 30 per cent of the corresponding 
rate. Exception is made of such as is, 
therefore, taxed in the toregoing table.

MUST COME BACK 
OF OWN ACCORD 


What Railroad Magnates Say 
About the Strike of the 
Coal Miners. 


END OF STRIKE WILL 
COME WHEN MEN YIELD 


That No Arbitratiog Will Be Had 
with the Strikers — President 
Mitchell Says He Has Had 
No Overtures from Coal 
Operators. 


New York, September 10.—President 
Fowler, of the New York, Ontario and 
Western Railroad Company, said today: 

“The coal strike will end when the men 
come back of their own accord, and on 
the terms on which they worked before 
the outbreak of the strike. In no other 
manrer can this strike be ended. We will 
brook no outside interference of what- 
ever nature, political, humanitarian or of 
any other origin. When the men go back 
it will be at the wages and on the condi- 
tions obtaining last spring.’’ 

President Oliphant, of the Delaware and 
Hudson. said that if he was well in- 
formed, and he thought he was, there 
would be no interference on the part of 
Mr. Morgan. Mr. Oliphant said no out- 
side influences would be needed and that 
the strike would continue until the miners 
got tired of it and return to work. 

John Markle, head of the firm of G. B. 
Markle & Co., today said: 

“There will be no arbitration and 
settlement of the coa) strike in any way.”’ 


Inquest on Castell’s Body. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., September 10.—The 
coroner’s jury investigating the cause of 
death of the Italian union miner, Castelli, 
by strikers at Maltby last Monday morn- 
ing, returned a verdict tonight that the 
murdered man came to his death from 4 
gunshot wound inflicted by parties un- 
known to the jury. 

Frank Portay, the companion of the 
murdered man, who was with him on the 
morning of the tragedy, and who sustain- 
ed serious injuries at the hands of the 
mob, was able to be present and testify. 
One of his arms is broken and he is in- 
jured internally. He testified that he and 
Castelli started out on a gunning trip 
Monday morning. Walking up the rall- 
road they saw a bird on a tree and fired 
at it. The discharge of the gun caused 
a large number of men to rush up where 
they were standing. Before the hunters 
could offer any explanation the mob at- 
tacked them. After being knocked down 
and clubbed Portay escaped to a com 
fleld. where he remained in hiding. 

Ten men have been arrested, charged 
with being implicated in the assault on 
the Italians. They will be given a hear- 
ing tomorrow. 

President Mitchell accepted an invita- 
tion from Sheriff Schadt, of Lackawanna 
county, to be his guest at a social given 
at Harvey’s lake this evening Before 
leaving he said no overtures had been 
made by the coa| operators looking to a 
settlement of the strike and he had re-

Hooted by School Children. 

Tamaqua, Pa., September 10.—The Citl- 
zens’ Alliance of the Panther creek valley 
sent the following communitication ‘*o 
James J. Bevan, superintendent of public 
instruction of Carbon county: 

"On Monday, September 1, the pupils 
of the Nesquehoning schools were on pa- 
rade, headed by their. principal, L. G. 
Roethline, and Thomas Jenkins, a teacher, 
and as these children passed the homes of 
men who are employed they called, in 
coneert, ‘scab.’ This disorderly conduct 
was continued on their march all through 
the village and it was countenanced and 
encouraged by the aforementioned teacn- 
ers.” ie 

The alliance asks Professor Bevan to 
make a personal investigation of the mat- 
ter. 

Operators May Be Made To Arbitrate. 

Harrisitvirg, Pa., September 10.—A com- 
mittee from the state legislative board of 
railroad employees of Pennsylvania wiil 
go to Wilkesbarre tomorrow to meet Pres- 
ident Mitchell and the district presidents 
of the United Mine Workers for. the 
purpose of discussing certain arbitration 
legislation to be considered by the general 
assembly if Governor Stone should cal! 
an extra session. 

The committee has drafted three bills 
to be submitted to the mine leaders and if 
they are approved by them they will be 
presented to the governor witn a request 
that he call an extra session for their 
consideration. The committee In charge 
of the proposed legislation has been as- 
sured by the executive that if he can be 
satisfied that the legislature would enact 
legislation that would settle the coa! 
strike and prevent other strikes he would 
not hesitate to cail the legislature to- 
gether. 

The bills which have been prepared by 
the committee provide for compulsory ar- 
bitration in labor. disputes which shal] 
be submitted to boards and commissions 
to be appointed by the courts and by the 
governor and whose decision shall be 
final. The bills are not yet completed, 
but drafts have been submitted to prom- 
inent attorneys, wno have advised those in 
charge of the proposed legislation that the 
measures are not in conflict with the con- 
stitution. 

An Important Telegram. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., September (10.—Some 
important messages passed between the 
executive mansion at Harrisburg and 
President Mitchell tonight. Mr. Mitchell, 
who is spending the evening at Harveys 
Lake, telephoned to this city that he had 
accepted an invitation from Governor 
Stone to confer with him at Harrisburg 
on Saturday.

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NILUIGK BLEW 
UP lS VESSEL 


Commander of Gunboat Preters 
Death to Surrender, 


When German Boat Attempted To 
Capture the Firminist Vessel, 
Its Commander Applied a 
Match and Went Down 
with the Ship. 


Gonaives, Haiti, September 10.—An in- 
vestigation made by a correspondent of 
the Associated Press into the sinking of 
the Firminist gun boat Crete-a-Pierrot, at 
the entrance of this harbor Saturday, 
shows that Admiral Killick, her com- 
mander, personally fired the after maga- 
zine of that vessel when the German 
gun boat Panther attempted to capture 
her and that he apparently went down 
with his ship. The Panther, which had 
previously attempted to board the Crete- 
a-Pierrot. the latter being moored to the 
shore, reversed her engines when the 
magazine exploded and one hour after- 
wards fired thirty shots from her guns at 
the Crete-a-Pierrot in order to finish the 
work of sinking her. The Panther then 
left Gonaives. 

It is claimed here that the rifles and 
machine guns of the Cete-a-Pierrot have 
been saved. ‘ 

The body of Admiral Killick was re- 
covered Saturday afternoon and was 
buried the same evening. 

The surgeon of the Crete-a-Pierrot, who 
was asleep in his cabin, and two sailors 
of that vessel also perished. : 

The Panther is expected to reach Cape 
Haitien on Friday. 

‘Berlin, September 10.—Some of the 
newspapers here having expressed the 
opinion that Germany would claim dam- 
ages against the Haitien government for 
the arms and amunition captured by Ad- 
miral Killick on board the German 
Steamer Markomannia, the semi-official 
Cologne Gazette replies, apparently with 
an inspired statement, to the effect that 
the matter was settled so far as Germany 
was concerned with the destruction of the 
Crete-a-Pierrot, adding that the arms and 
ammunition captured belonged to the Hai- 
tien government and were merely under 
transport from one Haitien port to an- 
other. 


DO NOT RECOGNIZE BLOCKADE. 


United States Tells Haiti Not To In- 
terfere with Commerce. 
Washington, September 10,—Confirma- 
tion has come to the state department 
from Minister Powell of the press report 
that the Haitien government has declared 
Gonaives and some of the other Haitien 
ports, which are in the hands of the Fir- 

minists, closed to commérce. 

The right of a government to close or 
open ports in norma] conditions never has 
been questioned, but as certain South 
American and Centfal Amcrican republics 
have showed a disposition to avail them- 
selves of this provision in case of revolu- 
tionary troubles, to close ports which they 
did not actually control, the state depart- 
ment has adopted the policy of declin- 
ing to recognize such decrees, which, 
after all, are nothing more than paper 
blockades, 

Therefore, this last Haitien order will 
not be allowed to Interfere with commerce 
with the ports named, unless the Haitien 
government can, by a display of naval 
forces, either drive off the insurgents or 
maintain an actual blockade. 

In taking this attitude toward the titu- 
lar Haitien government, the state depart- 
ment is animated by no ill-feeling, but is 
Simply following an unbroken line of pre- 
cedents which has been found to conserve 
best interests of all neutral powers in such 
cases. There is no disposition to question 
the propriety of the issue of the decree, it 
‘being recognized as an essential prelim- 
inary step on the part of the Haitien 
government if it actually intends to block- 
ade the three ports named. The exact at- 
titude of this government is best shown in 
the famous letters vwetten by Secretary 
Bayard, in 1885, to Mr. Becerra, the Co- 
lombian minister here, at a time when the 
Colombian gcvernment sought to close, by 
decree, some ports in the hands of the 
insurgents. Mr. BPayard laid down this 
doctrine, which has since governed the 
state department: 

“tT am bound to conclude, as a general 
principle, that a decree by a sovereizi: 
power, closing to neutral commerce ports 
held by its enemies, whether domestic or 
foreign, have no international validity 
and no extra territorial effect in the direc- 
tion of impos:ng anv obligation upon the 
governments of neutral powers to recog- 
nize or contribute toward its enforce- 
ment by any domestic action on their 
part. 

“Such a decree may, indeed, be neces- 
sary as the municipal enactment of the 
state which proclaims it In onder to clothe 
the executive with authority to proceed 
to the institution of a formal] and effe>t- 
ive blockade, but when that purpose ts at- 
tained its power is exhausted.”’

Laredo, ‘Tex., September 10.—News 
reached this city from Brownsville today 
that while on their way to camp last 
n'ght three members of the Texas state 
rangers were Wwiiylaid Dy parties in am- 
bush, supposed to be friends of a man 
recently killed by the rangers while being 
arrested in a charge of cattle stealing. 
Ranger Kobuck was instantly killed, Ran- 
ger Baker was slightly 
Ranger Miller had his horse shot from 
under him, but escaped unscathed. Eight 
Mexicans have been arrested for alleged 
participation in the ambush on the ran- 
gers.

BOER GENERALS 
_ TURNED DOWN 


Chamberlai Surprised at 
Character’ of the Pro- 
pdsals, 


CONDITIONS OF SURRENDER 
ARE NOT TO BE REOPENED 


What the Boers Wanted the Colonial 
Secretary To Accede To—Cham- 
berlain, However, Assured 
Boers of Kind Treat- 
ment by British.

London, September 10.—A parliament- 
ary paper issue@ today gives a full re- 
port of the recent conference between the 
colonial secretary, Joseph Chamberlain, 
and’ the Boer generals—Botha, DeWet 
and Delarey. Prior to agrecing to the 
interview which the Boers asked for Au- 
gust 20, the colonial secretary requested 
a list of the subjects which it was desired 
to discuss, and thé generals forwarded a 
list, including the following: 

Complete amnesty to the rebels. 

A yearly grant to all Boer widowsand 
orphans and maimed burghers. 

Equal rights for the English and Dutch 
languages in the schools and courts. 

That equal rights with the British be 
conceded to burghers complying with 
the terms of sufrender, including the 
right to return to;South Africa. 

The immediate release of all prisoners 
of war. 

The reinstatement of the officiais of the 
late South Africam republics, or compen- 
sation for their logs of office. 

Compensation fdr all loss occasioned 
by the British troops by the use, re- 


moval, burning or destruction by other 


means of all private property. 

The reinstatement of the burghers :n 
the ownership of their farms confiscated 
or sold under the proclamation of August 
7, 1991. 

Compensation for the use of the prop- 
erties of the purghers taken by the Brit- 
ish authorities. 

Payment of the lawful obligations of 
the late South African republics, includ- 
ing those incurred during the war. 

The rescission of the decision to add a 
pertion of the Transvaal to Natal. 

Granting an extension of time for the 
payment of all debts due by the burghers 
to the late governments of the South 
African republics. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in repYing, expressed 
great surprise at the number and char- 
acter of the proposals, pointing out that 
th- conditions agreed on at Vereeniging 
were duly accepted by the burghers and 
the British government, and that they 
could not be reopened, nor could pro- 
pesals rejected at that time be again 
discussed. 

At the. opening of the conference the 
Boer generals disclaimed any desire to 
alter the terms of surrender in any way. 
On the subject of amnesty to rebels, Gen- 
eral Botha expressed disappointment that, 
after the promise given by Lord Kitch- 
ener that the rebels had not been granted 
amnesty at the tine of King Edward's 
coronation, in repéy to which Mr. Cham- 
berlain promised Ahat the imperial go. 
ernment would not hinder any generous 
intentions of the government of Natal and 
Cape Colony in regard to rebels, 

As to the:return of burghers to South 
Africa, the colonial secretary declared it 
was the government's intention to retain 
the right to prevent the return of dis- 
loyal persons who had not frankly ac- 
cepted the terms of peace. 

Mr. Chamberlain informed the generals 
that there was no truth in the 
that the government intended 
farms belonging to the burghers. 

Relative to the transfer to Natal of 
part of the Transvaal, General Botha 
said the burghers proposed te trek there- 
from. He lived there, but he saw no 
chance of remaining, the feeling of the 
British in Natal being so strongly anti- 
Boer. 

On the subject of martial law, Mr. 
Chamberlain said it would not be con- 
tinued much longer. 

General Botha concluded with an ap- 
peal for the widows and orphans, and 
said he considered that the appropriation 
of $15,000,000 was inadequate. 

Alludes to Our Civil War. 

Replying to this, Mr. Chamberlain 
compared Great Britain's treatment of 
the Boers with the treatment of the 
south by the north after the civil war in 
America. 

“T would remind 


to sell 


the general,” said 
Mr. Chamberlain, ‘‘that we have under- 
taken already more obligations than 
have ever before been undertaken under 
similar circumstances. To take one case 
in my time, I recollect very well the 
great civil war in America, and I appeal 
to that because that stands out as a 
case in which more than ever before, or, 
indeed, ever since, the victor, the con- 
queror, showed a magnanimous and 
general feeling to the conquered. There 
was good reason for this, because they 
were brothers of the same race, the same 
the same everything. It was a 
civil] war, but even in that case the 
northern side—that is to say, the vic- 
torious side—made no provision whatever 
either by way of grant, pension or al- 
lowance to the people who had been 
wounded to the side that had been con- 
quered. They gave them their lives and 
their liberties, and after a period of ten 
years gave them votes, but did not give 
them any’ money compensation. But we 
have gone a step *®eyond that, because 
we have contributed, in addition to all 
our own enormous expenses, a very large 
sum to relieve those who are really 
destitute in our new colonies. We have 
done more than I think was expected, 
and we have done all that we can afford 
to do. and I think it would be undesirable 
for the generals to press us any further 
in this matter, either now or in writing.” 

Proceeding, Mr. Chamberlain recipro- 
cated the desire expressed by General 
3Zotha that they should all live in peace 
in future in South Africa. 

“How soon complete self-government 
will be extended to South ‘Africa depends 
entirely on the rapidity with which the 
old animosities die out,’’ said Mr. Cham- 
berlain. 

Mr. Chamberlain concluded with say- 
ing that the government would be glad of 
the cooperation of men like the gen- 
erals, who had loyally accepted the new 
situation.

Coke Prices Advance. 

Chicago, September 10.—The price of 
ccke in Chicago has jumped up this week 
to the unprecedented figure of $12 and $13 
a ton. One consequence of the advance 
is that small foundries are threatened 
with ruin, or at least with being forced 
to close down until prices drop. Even 
at this advanced price, however, all orders 
cannot be supplied at the present time. 
This is due to the same cause that ex- 
plains in part the jump in prices, namely, 
the car famine that has been prevailing 
for some time.

LUKENS’ DEATH 


DUE 10 ACCIDENT 


Officers Think That All Parties 
On Boat Were Drunk, 


Mrs. Jarreau’s Confession That She 
Playfully Pushed Lukens Over- 
board Is Accepted as the 
True Story of the 
Affair. 


New Orleans, September 10.—(Special.) 
With the release of Mrs. Kate Jarreau, 
the bottom has dropped out of the sensa- 
tion concerning the drowning of Earl 
Lukens. Coroner Richard believes that 
he will be able to gather testimony 
which will result in an arrest for murder, 
but Assistant District Attorney Mooney, 
Who has handled the case, dves not 
think that the authorities will ever be 
able to prove that Lukens was murdered. 

The statement of Mrs. Jarreau, that 
she pushed Lukens overboard, is borne 
out by the witnesses who were called to 
the coroner’s office. Mr. Mooney says 
that no one can be arrestéd on suspicion 
or theories. It would be no use, because 
the state would not be able to prove 
anything. 

Coroner Richard believes that Dr, 
Mioton will be able to give testimony 
with reference to the wound on the 
head of Lukens, which will be important. 
But, with the exception of the coroner, 
no one holds to the belief that the death 
of Lukens was other than accidental, 
when he and al] the parties of the case 
were more or less intoxicated. 

The only remaining sensation of the 
case is the disappearance of Mrs. 
Lukens and Hans Rieg, who were the 
friends of Lukens and were wita him at 
the time of his death, 


FINDINGS ARE DISAPPROVED. 


President Turns Down Work of Ryan 
Courtmartial. 

Washington, September 10.—It. was an- 
Onunced at the war department today that 
the president has disapproved the pro- 
ceedings and findings in the case of Cap- 
tain James A. Ryan, Fifteenth cavalry, 
who was tried by a general courtmartial 
at Manila on the charge of conduct to 
the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline. There were two specifications 
under the charge. The first alleged that 
Captain Ryan, while commanding a de- 
tachment of troops at Jiminez, Mindanao, 
and having in his charge as a prisoner 
of Jiminez, administered the water cure 
to him for the purpose of extortmg imfor- 
mation. 

The second specification alleged that 
Captain Ryan ill-treated one Luis Girne- 
no, vice president of the pueblo of Jimi- 
nez, a prisoner in his charge at Jiminez, 
sead in a bucket of water. 

The report ows that Captain Ryan 
pleaded ‘“‘not guilty’’ to the specifications 
and the charge, and that the court found 
him ‘‘not guilty” on the first specifica- 
tion, “‘guilty’’ of the second specification, 
attaching no criminality thereto, and ‘‘not 
guilty’’ of the charges. The court, there- 
tore, acquitted Captain Ryan. 


DECLINED IT WITH THANKS. 


General Torrence’s Offer Is Highly 
Appreciated, Though. 

New Orleans, September  10.—Confed- 
erate veterans of New Orleans tonight re- 
fused the proffered aid of General Tor- 
rence, commander of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. They decline, with thanks, 
the money to build a home for indigent 
confederate soldiers in Alabama. The 
Army of Tennessee tonight adopted reso- 
lutions referring to General Torrence'’s 
offer in the kindest terms, declaring tha‘ 
he “‘possesses a noble heart, full of 
brotherly love.’ But the resolution says: 

“We cannot accept even this generously 
proffered assistance from any source save 
from our own people. It is the duty of 
the south, and the south alone, to provide 
for confederate soldiers who may need as- 
sistance. To permit otherg to do that 
duty would, in our judgment, be both un- 
becoming and wrong to the southern peo- 
ple. 

“But let it be well understood that we 
are grateful just in the same way that a 
man is grateful to a neighbor who offers 
financial assistance when the angel of 
death visits his home. In both cases we 
must politely, but firmly, decline to ac- 
cept the offer. There are certain duties 
which a high-minded people cannot per- 
mit others to perform, and this is one of 
them.”’

Tom Johnson on the Granting of 
Franchises. 

Columbus. Ohio, September 10.—Mayor 
Tom L,. Johnson, of Cleveland, appeared 
before the state house of representatives 
today to discuss the subject of franchises, 
In. his speech he declared that it is not 
right to permit a municipality to grant 
valuable rights until the people shall first 
ratify the action of the city councils. He 
declared that the Ohio statutes are vici- 
ous on the subject of franchises and that 
the Nash code is more so.

Pekin, September 10.—Paul] Lessar, the 
Russian minister here, has advised the 
Russian commander in Mancnuria that 
the presence of foreigners in Manchuria 
during the military occupation is objec- 
tionable and he is directed to expe] the 
British imperial customs omployees who 
may be sent to Manchuria to resume 
charge of the postal service. 

According to advices received here from 
Manchuria, the Russians are making no 
visible preparations to withdraw from 
the military occupation of the southeast 
portion of the province of Shing King, 
as was stipulated should be done within 
six months of the signing’ of the treaty. 
Russian troops and immigrants are Tre- 
ported to be entering Manchuria in large 
numbers, but none are leaving the coun- 
try.

No Americans There. 

Washington, September 10.—While Mr. 
Lessar’s notice of the intention of the 
Russian government to expel foreigners 
from Manchuria has not been formally 
brought to the attention of the state 
department, it can be predicted safely 
that, for the present at least, our gov- 
ernment will look upon this matter as 
one involving China, Russia and Eng- 
land, and as one in which it is not di- 
rectly concerned. So far as is known 
here there aré no Americans in tnat sec- 
tion of China, and if it should appear 
later that there are some American pros- 
pectors in that country, it is not probable 
the decree would be enforced in their 
case, as, while genera! in terms, the de- 
cree really ts aimed at the British and 
marks a determination on the part of 
Russia to retain the actual control of the 
customs in Manchuria in ner own hands, 
while nominally recognizing Chinese sov- 
ereignty. The British customs employees 
referred to are British by nativity, but 
are actually tn the employ of the Chinese 
government, and it may be that Russia 
will insist that the question raise by 
Mr. Lessar’s order concerns only Rus- 
sia and China. It is improbable, how- 
ever, that the British government will! 
take this view of the matter, and it is 
fully expected that the British minister 
at Pekin will call upon the Chinese gOv- 
ernment to retain these British customs 
officials, despite the Russian order.

His 
friends here had been greatly shocked by 
the annour:cement in the morning papers 


of his sudden disappearance from Nor- 
folk, especially with the memory of his 
recent visit when he appeared so sanguine 
and so well, stffl fresh. They could not 
understand it. 

I had turned from Broadway this after- 
noon across the park toward The New 
York World building. In the crowd I 
happened to see a face that was pecu- 
liarly familiar. At second glance I saw 
that it was Henry Grady, but he was 
woefully worn and very weak. 

He was like a man in a dream. 

“It seems to me I know you. Who are 
you?’’ he asked. 

He consented, after some persuasion, to 
acompany me to the editorial rooms of 
The World... Here other friends—Robert 
Adamson, Joseph Johnson and Remsen 
Crawford—joined us. Henry said he was 
hungry, and ate heartily. He afterwards 
slept soundly, propped up in a chair, un- 
til we got him off to a private sanitarium. 

Polite Had Given Alarm. 

The World will print tomorrow the fol- 
lowing account of the finding of Mr. 
Grady: 

Eugene R. Black, of Atlanta, came to 
New York and yesterday visited the 
Pinkerton agency, which sent out detec- 
tives. Mr. Grady was described as being 
28 years old, of medium height, having 
prominent brown eyes, brown hair and 
an aquiline nose. Emphasis was laid on 
the fact that he wore half a dozen solid 
gold waistcoat buttons in the design of 
a fox’s head, with diamonds as eyes. 
friends thought that probably some foot- 
pad had seen these valuable buttons, 
and had assaulted and robbed Mr. Grady. 
Mr. Black could find no. trace of the 
young man in New York. Captain Titus, 
of the detective bureau, sent out a general 
alarm for him yesterday evening. 

The general alarm from police head- 
quarters was hardly out when a news- 
paper man, formerly of Atlanta, who 
knew Mr. Grady intimately, walked down 
the city hall steps and met him coming 
across the plaza toward the bridge. The 
young man was hardly recognizable at 
first. A considerable growth of beard 
was on his face, and his attire was far 
from that neatness which was habitual 
with him. 

Mr. Grady, when 
Dlankly at the speaker 
recognize him. He asked: 

“Where am I?” — 

“You are in New York,’ his friend re- 
plied. 

*‘No, I’m in Boston.”’ 

Questioned further, Mr. Grady was 
able to give no account of ‘his wander- 
ings. His memory appeafed to have 
completely lapsed. He was taken to sev- 
eral friends who had known him all. his 
life when he was one of them. He per- 
sisted that he must have a pistol, and 
that people were after him. 

Complete Loss of Memory. 

He did not recall] his visit to Norfolk, 
or any other fact of the past. In vain 
his friends tried to get some expression 
of intelligence from ‘thim. A pencil and 
paper were given to him, and he scrib- 
bled a report of a council meeting in At- 
lanta. His family was immediately noti- 
fied, and his wife will start at once for 
New York. 

Mr. Black, who left the city yesterday 
for Atlanta, was telegraphed to, and will 
probably return to the city to take care 
of his brother in law. 

It appears likely that Mr. Grady re- 
turned from Norfolk to New York on the 
day he disappeared, and that he was 
drawn finally to Park Row by some im- 
ression that he had friends there. None 
of his jewelry was missing, and there 
was nothing about him to indicate that 
his condition was brought about by any- 
thing save a loss of memory. 

To a friend who talked to him, Mr. 
Grady spoke of having seen him among 
lions and tigers. This — a news- 
paper man, was at the Zoo in Central 
park last Sunday.

WILKINS KILLED IN SCUFFLE.

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GRAND CIRCUIT AT SYRACUSE. | 


NO NEW ARRESTS 
HAVE BEEN MADE 


Only Six of the Alleged 
Boodlers Are Now At 
Liberty. 


MURRELL, WHO CONFESSED, 
IS PLACED UNDER BOND 


Grand Jury at St. Louis Will Be in 
Session Today and New Testi- 
mony Will Be Given—Some 
Surprises Are Looked 
For. 


St. Louis, September 10.—The day 
around the four courts, where the muni- 
cipal boodle investigation is being held, 
was comparatively quiet, the develop- 
ments being of less importance than on 
Monday and Tuesday. Judging from what 
is expected tomorrow it is but the calm 
before the storm. 

No new asserts were made, six -of the 
nineteen members of the alleged house of 
delegates combine still being at liberty. 
Delegate Harry A. Faulkner, who was 
out on. bonds aggregating $40,000, came in 
and gave additional surety to the amount 
of $15,000. His bonds now equa] $55,000, a 
sum without precedent in the history of 
the criminal court of Missouri. ‘ 

Delegate J. J. Hannigan was released 
from jail in bonds of $45,000, and Delegate 
Edward E. Murrell, who turned state’s 
evidence, was released from custody 
when friends became surety in the sum of 
$15,000, covering the one charge of bribery 
under which he rests. 

Ex-Delegate J. K. Murrell, whose recent 
confession following his return from 
Mexico resulted in the issuance of bench 
warrants against eighteen of his fellow- 
members in the house, was also set at 
liberty. He furinshed a bond in the sum 
of $15,00 in the judge’s chambers, where 
he was taken secretly to avoid any pos- 
sible trouble, the court room being crowd- 
ed with accused delegates and their 
friends. Until this evening J. K. Murrell 
had been in the custody of the circuit at- 
torney. 

The grand jury was not in session to- 
day, but its members were within call 
should they be needed to hear any new 
testimony. That body will be reconvened 
tomorrow, when the circumstances of the 
passage of the city lighting bill, by which 
a ten-year contract to Hght the city’s 
Streets was let, will be investigated. 

According to the confesion of J. K. 
Murrell, of the municipal assembly, $47,500 
was divided among certain members ofr 
both houses, who secured the passage of 
the measure. All the members of the city 
council of 1899, with one exception, have 
been subpoened. 

City Attorney Folk is confident the day 
will bring forth some surprises in the 
shape of indictments. He intimates that 
the indictments may include some per- 
sons outside the chamber, who were in- 
strumental in giving bribes. 

Former Councilman Charles Kratz, who 
went to Mexico last spring when indicted 
for bribery in connection with the Subur- 
ban street railway litigation, probably 
will be the exception. It was persistently 
rumored all day about the four courts 
that Kratz had returned and would ap- 
pear as a witness for the state.

INSTRUCTIONS ARE SENT OUT.

Comptroller General William A. 
Wright Tells Tax Collectors 
Their Duties. 

Comptroller General Wright yesterday 
sent out instructions to the various ax 
collectors of the state detailing the man- 
ner in’which taxes of the state shall be 

collected. 

In regard to defaulters on property, 
polls and professions the instructions con- 
tain the following: 

“The law makes it the duty of the tax 
collectors to ascertain what property, 
polls and professions, have not been re- 
turned to the tax receivers of their coun- 
ties and to assess and double all such for 
each year in which they age found to be 
in default, Under the head of professions 
is included lawyers, doctors, dentists, ar- 
chitects, charging for their services; 
civil, mechanical and electrical engineers, 
presidents of express, telegraph, railroa, 
street railroad, steamboat, telephone, 
electric light, sleeping and palace car 
companies, banks, building and loan as- 
sociations and gas companies. I am satis- 
fied that this law has not been rigidly 
and strictly enforced in the past by many 
tax collectors and for this reason I de- 
sire to call your special attention to it.” 

The law against defaulting tax collec- 
tors will be strictly enforced this year, 
and on this point Comptroller Wright 
states that upon failure of any collector 
}to render his account by December 20 he 
will issue fi. fas. and place them in the 
hands of an officer for collection.

Frankfort-on-the-Odor, Germany, Sep- 
tembér 10.—Emperor William's guests 
were a wéary and rather. haggard lot 
this morning. Prince «Albrecht, .as the 
emperor's representative, entertained all 
of them at dinner-last evening,-avid it was 
toward 12 when the party broke. up. 
At 3 a M., or a quarter .past, they had 
themselves called, the emperor having 
directed that the battle begin at 7 o'clock. 
The field of the maneuvers is situated 
quite a distance by rail from Frankfort- 
on-the-Odor, and the princes and gener- 
als had to assemble at the railroad sta- 
tion at 4:30 a. m. to catch the special 
train. Even then the emperor was afield 
before them. 

Tons of gun powder were. burned today. 
Sixty thousand infantry and two hun- 
dred pieces of artillery wére in action. 
The reports near and distant of the many 
thousands of rifles that were broken at 
intervals by the tearing, rip-sawing ef- 
fect of the firing of the machine guns. 

Emperor William, Major General : Cor- 
bin, Major General Young, Brigadier 
General Wood, Lord Roberts, General 
French and the other visitors and the 
numerous staff, in all one hundred 
horsemen, looked on from a hilltop, mid- 
way between a portion of the hostile 
lines. 

On a rim of the horizon to the west 
flashed eleven batteries of artillery, un- 
der whose imaginary shells the infantry 
of the red army advanced.

Yusiness on Both Sides of the Isth- 
mus Is at a Standstill—Gov- 
$5 ernment Thinks the Situa- 
tion Is a Very Seri- 
ous One. 


- ‘Kingston, Jamaica, September 10.—The 
British steamer William Cliff reached 
hére today from Colon, Colombia. He: 
Officers reported considerable activity on 
both sides of the isthmus ween the ves- 
86] left Colon Monday, and that the rev- 
Olutionists had alrecdy occupied Cule- 
bra, on the railroad between Panama and 
Colon, and were advancing in strength. 

General Benjamin Herrera is said to 
be in command of the revolutionary 
forces, which seem to be concentrating 
&t a point about midway between Pan- 
ama and Colon. There are strong gov- 
ernment forces at both ends of the rail- 
toad, and reinforcements are coming in. 


Breastworks are being erected at Colon. 


and Panama. Owing to the fact that 
the government does not know where to 
expect an attack, it keeps its soldiers 
moving along the 40 miles of railroad. 
The revolutionists gained possession of 
Culebra without opposition and their pos- 
séssion of that point has not been dis- 
turbed. The government is maintaining 
an attitude of defense, and a desperate 
engagement is expected shortly. Bus!- 
mess'on the isthmus is suspended and the 
People are very fearful, especially since 
the revolutionist victory at Agua Dules. 

One of the officers of the William Cliff 
Said to a representative of the Asso- 
clated Press that he had been informed, 
from a reliable source at Colon, that 
the Colombian government realized the 
Situation on the isthmus to be serious 
and that a crisis was at hand. 

When the William Cliff left Colon the 
prevailing opinion on the isthmus was 
that the revolutionists would attack 
Panama before advancing on Colon be- 
cause of the support they would get from 
their gunboats on the Pacific side of 
the isthmus in an attack on the first 
named city. The revolutionists have no 
gunboats on the Atlantic side. 

It is believed the revolutionists will 
push their operations as quickly as pos- 
Sible because of the problem which con- 
fronts General Herrera of provisioning 
the large povernment force which sur- 
rendered to bim at Agua “ce, in ad- 
Gition to the other governmen. ‘risoners 
he holds.

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TERMS OF COUNTY 
SUPERINTENDENTS 


Difficulty Arises in the Educational 
Department. 


UNDER NEW CONSTITUTION 


Terms Expire September 30, and 
Election™Is Not Meld Until 
November, Leaving Offices 
Vacant for a Month. 

. Other News. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 10.—(Spe- 
Clal.)\—A difficulty of some importance 
and rare interest confronts the depart- 
ment of education with refsrence to the 
term's of county superintendents. The 
law relating to the superintendents in 
the counties is patchwork, some of them 
holding for two vears ar@ some for four, 
some being elective and some appointive. 
Under the law the expiration of all their 
terms occurs on September 80, and the 
terms of a great many of them come 
to a close. on the 30th instant. Under 
the old constitution the election came !n 
August, so that the new men went in 
on the last day of the month folowing. 
Under the new constitution the election 
comes in November, so that the old offi- 
cers are Out more than a month before 
their successors are elected. 

Under the general law that officers 
hold until their successors are elected and 
qualified, of course the present officers 
can go on ard discharge the duties until 
after the November election. Where the 
incumbent has been renominated and !s 
in a county where nomination ts equiva- 
lent to an election, there is no difficulty. 
Where a new man has been nominated, 
and the old one wishes to get out, it can 
easily be arranged, because the state su- 
perintendent, Mr.‘ Gunnells, wil] appoint 
the nominee. The real trouble comes in 
those counties where the nominee is like- 
ly to be defeated. , 

The heaviest work of the year comes in 
Orctober, when the new contracts for 
teachers and the reports to the depart- 
ment are crowded together. The pay ; 
for all this work comes in a conmmissicn 
on the money paid out on the December 
pay roll, the largest of the year. If an 
incumbent holds on till after the Novem- 
ber election he will do the work and his 
successor will get the money. Or, in 
case a nominee ts appointed and fails of 
election, he will be in the same fix of 
having earned money to be collected by 
his successor. Under these circumstances 
a good many superintendents want to 


get out of the October work, and are 


anxious to shift the burden to the De-. 
cember beneficiary. Superintendent Gun- 
nells has quite a correspondence on the 
subject and is trying to get at scme solu- 
tion that will be fair to all concerned. 
The trouble is to tell what nominees will 
be elected. 
Great Mast Not Raised. 

The great mast of the Don Juan de 
Austria, captured by Dewey at Manila, 
procured for Alabama by Captain Hob- 
son and donated to this state by act of 
congress, still lies prone upon the capitol 
grounds, with no hope of being raised 
until the next legislature shall provide 
the smal! sum necessary. Governor Jelks 
declines to draw on his contingent furd 
for that purpose, and there is no other 
resource.

The first meeting, delayed from 
yesterday on acecsunt of contests in 
many delegations, was called to order 
this afternoon at 3 o'clock. The exec 
utive committee recommended B. H. 
Hawley as temporary chairman and BD. 
H. R. Green as yp@rmanent chairman. 
| Organization was perfected and after 
» two hours of speech-making adjourn- 

ment was had until night. 

At the right session the decision of 
the executive committee on all contests 
was ratified and the convention ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 

It was announced that a full state 
ticket will be nominated because of the 
action of E. H. R. Green in withdraw- 
ing from the race for state chairmag. 
Mr. Green has declined the nomination 
for governor, and several names will 
probably be presented. 

The following telegram was read t6- 
night. It was sent to E. H. R. Greén 
by J. H. 8S. Clarkson, of New York: 

“The president is greatly pleased with 
your position and friendship. Relies on 
your power and good judgment. Hopes 
for a united party and harmonious ac- 
tion. He is especially anxtous for the 
election of republican congressmen from 
Texas."’ 

Peace reigns in the ranks of Texas re- 
publicans, and all differences are burted. 
Reconciliation predominates the party 
leaders, and the convention today gave 
hearty approval to the settlement of the 
differences. These things were made 
poasible by a joint conference heid early 
this afternoon between the leaders, the 
meeting having been arranged by a let- 
ter addressed. to State Chairman Lyon 
by E. H. R. Green, who yesterday an- 
nounced that he was a harmony canédi- 
date for state chairman.

Will Pass Ordinance Under Which 
Lines May Consolidate, 


All Lawyers and Representatives of 
Railroads Were Eliminate®&from 
Meeting — Committee Will 
Submit Plan to City 
Attorney. 


Macon, Ga., September 10.—(Speciai.)— 
The mayor and the finance and ordinance 
committees of the city council met io- 
night at 8 o’clock in the mayor’s office to 
further discuss the framing of an ordl- 
nance to govern the proposed consolida- 
tion of the various street railway lines of 
Macon. By special ‘motion all lawyers 
and the representatives of the railroads

showing the reckless destriction of the 
southern pine trees in the past few years. 


One year ago Dr. Herty appeared before 
the association and gave his views on this 


subject, and since that time he has been 


engaged in making experiments on the 


turpentine farm of Powell, Bullard & 
Co., in Irwin county, Georgia. At the 
‘sesyion tonight Dr. Herty gave in full 
the result of these experiments, showing 
that his views presented a year ago 
were correct, and that by the methods 
of drawing and gathering the gum, as 
worked out by himself, a great saving 
could be made by the turpentine oper- 


ators of the south, and a much higher 


grade of spirits produced. 
Dr. Herty spoke in part as follows: 
“The southern forests of yellow pine 
constitutes the great bulk of the turpen- 


tine timber of the world. A large portion 


of this rich heritage is already valueless 
{rum the naval stores standpoint, and the 


exhibit no more science in 
the present system in the way you open 


for 


tremendous increase in the size of the 
industry durirg the past decade gives 18 
gcod ground to stop and consider whether 
this great source of revenue in the south 
shall forever pass away. Is it possibile 
to devise such means as will check af 
least temporarily this rapid disappears 
ance of our forests? No one cause can 
be ascribed for that disappearance, but 
on one point practically all are 
agreed, viz: the great damage done te 
the timber by the cutting of the box for 
the collection of the crude turpentine. 

“Our efforts at Ocllia, Ga, quring the 
past season have been directed solely to- 
ward this One point: The thorough teste 
ing of the svstem which does not in- 
volve the cutting of the box at the loss 
ci the tree. 

“It is needless for me to recount the 
numerous evils resulting from the box, 
you, as operators, are acquainted with 
these: The blowing down of the timber, 
especially back-boxed timber; the enor- 
nous danger to the timber as the result 
cf fires passing through the forests and 
burning the old gum in these boxes: the 
fact that timber is much mere subject to 
the action of worms after such fires, 
many trees dving from this cause alone— 
all of these dangers must be considered 
and efforts made to avoid them in the 
devising of any substitute for the box. 

‘In addition to these come other points 
not as effective of danger of affecting 
the revenue of the turppntine operator, 
such as the waste of gum around the 
base of the trees as the turpentine work 
goes higher up the tree, the formation 
cf scrape during the latter years of the 
work resulting in the lIcss of a vast 
amount of spirits of turpentine by evap- 
oration and the lowering of the grade of 
rosin; still another waste lies in the man- 
ner of dipping the gum from the hoxes. 
and finally the fact that very often the 
product of the best running trees must 
be wasted when the box is filled in ad- 
vance cf these average timber. 

“But there are two other factors which 
claim an important part in these con- 
tiderations—two which previous to this 
year have been purely theoretical, but 
which results, as I will show you tonight, 
are of the greatest importance. 

“One of these is the influence of the 
box in causing dry-face on the trees: 
another is the increased productivity of 
trees in which no boxes have been cut. 

“How may these difficulties be over- 
come, and this waste be avoided? In 
cur next work at Ocilla we have used @ 
simple pair of galvanized iron gytters ine 
:erted in shallow incisions ma across 
flattened faces of the tree. Thee gutt2rs 
serve to conduct the gum intoff clay cup 
hanging on a nail just below the lower 
gutter. In dipping, the cup is removed 
irom the nail and the gum removed ‘*p- 
mediately over the bucket. The re of 
the work is done exactly the same .s in 
the usual method. We have confined in-« 
vestigation solely to the injury done by 
the box and the amount of waste in the 
present system. To determine this we 
have used four full crops; first, second 
third and fourth year crops. One-half of 
each crop is worked in the usual mannen 
while the other half is worked by the 
system of cuos and gutters. The gur 
is collected from each separately. distill- 
ed separately and therosin classified and 
sold in Savannah separately. In this way 
we will be enabled at the end of the 
vear to stire a balance and determine 
wheat each half crop has yielded. 

Dr. Herty, following up his investiga- 
tions {In Irwin county in his address, gave 
figures showing that from four sets of 
boxes and cups: representing the old and 
the new method of collecting the gum 
from the trees, the new method produces 
a much larger quantity of gum, the per 
cent being about 20. He also showed that 
the net sales of rosin from four sets of 
trees from the boxes and cups resulted 
in an increased price of $295 in favor of 
the cups, or the new method, as against 
the boxes, or old method of collecting the 
gum. His figures also showed that the 
spirits from eight dippings the first 
year amounted to an increase of 194 gal- 
lons of spirits in favor of the cups, or 
new method, as agairst the boxes, or old 
method. The greater showing made by 
Dr. Herty in his address was that with 
reference to the loss on this year’s crop 
of turpentine of more than thirteen mil- 
lion dc'Nars, which would have been saved 
had the rew method been in universal use.

Raleigh, N. C., September 10.—(Special.° 
An interview with Dempsey Wood, of 
Lenoir county, a well-known farmer, will 
illustrate the present status of the cot- 
ton crop.

“Time was when good locations were 
plentiful, easy to be found and to be 
served at cheap figures. Now, owing to 
the frightful inroads of the saw mills 
and turpentine producers the timber is 
really getting scarce and prices are in 
many sections almost prohibitive even 
now. Ten years ago I wrote an article 
to The Atlanta Constitution, in which I 
predicted the naval stores business would 
last twenty years longer. I am now in- 
clined to think I should have put the 
limit at twenty-five years. If this is cor- 
rect it will give us about fifteen years 
more before the curtain falls. After that 
—what?’’ 

Mr. Townsend’s address was interesting 
throughout and made a fine impression 
on the operators present.

Gates as Horrible Example. 

Governor Cummins, of Iowa, who is 
recognized as one of the most astute 
republican politicians of the west, sees 
danger ahead for his party in the west, 
and all on account of John W. Gates. 

The first instinct of people who 
feel themgelves getting into trouble is 
to find somebody else upon whom to 
place the blame _ for their shortcom- 
ings. In this crisis, when the republi- 
can politicians are scenting danger, 
John W. Gates is-forced. into the role 
or it." | 

“If Mr. Gates goes on as he has been 
going on,” says the governor of Iowa, 
in explanation of his criticisms, “he 
may cost the republicans the next 
house. So much has-been said in the 
papers about Mr. Gates’ easy way of 
making money, about the rapidity with 
which he piled up fortunes out of 
barbed wire, about his luck in Wall 
street, on the race track, at the card 
table, that he has become a sort of a 
type of the quick-rich trust magnate 
of the times. The barbed wire out of 
which Gates made his fortune, and 
other steel and iron’ products for 
which the people of the west have 
been compelled to pay enormous 
prices, are not only controlled by a 
monopoly, but protected by a high pro- 
tection tariff. And that is where the 
shoe pinches the republican party.” 

Speaking further about the Chicago 
multi-millionaire, the governor of Iowa 
said: 

‘Hie may not be any worse than scores 
of others. but to the masses of people in 
this western country he ‘s a personifica- 
tion of trust greed, gambling, vulgarity. 
He is the nimble example who has served 
to call popular attention to a system—a 
system of stock jobbing, gambling in in- 
dustrial properties and taking out of the 
consumer the enormous profits which 
enable such men to exist. The great 
majority of the people do not like vulgar

And said Senator Spooner, of Wis- 
consin: “I have looked upon the reso- 
lution of the senator from Colorado as 
having prevented foreign concert 
against us in our Cuban _interven- 
tion.” 

Senator Teller has taken no middle 
ground in his withdrawal from the re- 
publican party. He has unequivocally 
transferred his allegiance to the dem- 
ocratic party, as we believe, from con- 
victions of principle.

A. M. Cunningham has just returned 
from a trip to Chihuahua, Mexico, in the 
interest of a western mining company. 

One hardly realizes the vastness of 
this country,” ‘saif@ Mr. Cunningham yes- 
terday, “the changeableness of scenery 
and climate, so swiftly is he borne along 
by the fast trains of the present day 
from the red clay hils of Georgia on 
through the rich valleys of Virginia, along 
the beautiful Hudson at sunset with the 
green carpeted valleys -and beautiful 
Adirondack mountains towering above, 
by the side of the great lakes with waters 
changing in hues as the eye looks far 
over to the horizon. Passing through the 
Windy City to the ralling hills of Illinois, 
with their fields of wheat and oats and 
small grain, one beholds the beautiful and 
well kept farms of Iowa and Kansas, but 
the further west one. goes the land be- 
comes more and more:level, until you. wake 
in early morning upon the vast plains of 
western’ Kansas with its beautifu) wild 
flowers of various hues and colors that 
dot the fields like English daisies growing 
among the grass known as fox tail. 

“The scena soon changes and for miles 
and miles one sees nothing but the vast 
flat plains, the home of the prairie dog 
and the cattle grazing grounds. Occasion- 
ally one sees a windmill in the far dis- 
tance, the indication of a ranch home. 
From here on very little change takes 
place until one reaches New Mexico, 
where you wake to look out upon the 
mesquite bushes and sand that fill the 
valleys that lie between mountains ‘devoid 
of vegetation—fertile valleys in which 
anything would grow if there were any 
water supply. But for nine months out 
of the year no rain falls. At El Paso you 
cross the Rio Grande, and unless you 
have impressed upon your memory your 
early geography lessons you will be dis- 
appointed in the river, for when I cross- 
ed it it had disappeared; there was not 
even a teaspoonful of water to be séen. 
In the early spring it is a raging torrent, 
I am told, half a mile wide. 

“Chihuahua is a city of about 32,000 
population, mostly Mexicans, with about 
1,200 Americans and a few French and 
some Germans, The prominent hardware 
houses and the dry goods are operated 
by Germans. It has a large brewing 
and electric light plant, an iron foundry, 
a broom fuctory and a narrow gauge car 
line and several smaller enterprises. It is 
quite an amusing sight to see the car be- 
ing drawn by a dimmutive mule with 
a driver armed with a kind of horn that 
he continually blows. It reminds one of a 
peaceck ery, which, mingled with the 
clang of the cathedral bells, makes ove 
think the tin pan brigade is abroad. 

“The city’s water supply is brought from 
the mountains, a distance of about 8 
miles, by means of an arched aqueduct 
that is considered a fine piece of work. 
Several times while I was there the water 
supply failed, and I was informed that it 
is due to the fact that the chief political 


was watering his ranch. 
‘The hotel | stopped at faced the plaza, 


in the center of which was a bandstand 
surrounded by beds of cactus and grass, 
with a broad rock walk around the whole, 
on the edge of which, on Thursdays and 
Sunday nights, concerts were given by

to the music. One peculiar custom that 
strikes an American is the one of tha 
men promenading by themmelves and the 
women by themselves, the men taking 
the inside of the walk and the women 
the outside, and passing and repassing 
until the music eeases, but never walking 
together.

“The most of the American capital in- 
vested around Chihuahua is in mining 
properties, the most recent improvement 
in the smelting process enabling mine 
owners to use a lower grade of ore than 
in former years. 

“While I enjoyed the trip very much, l 
am glad to be back in old Georgia among 
her red clay hills to breathe her fresh 
air, to taste good water once more and 
to be with people that speak English.”

WOULD USE TAXING POWER’ | 


“The phrase, Tax the trusts,’’ used by 
me to indicate a general line of. legisla- 
tion that would stop or greatly embar- 
rass the monopolies that ‘are . called 
““trusts,’”” was intended as a suggestion 
of the form of relief that congress might 
employ, and its power to repress these 
evils, rather than the specific provisions 
of law that would be the most effectual 
for that purpose, writes Senator John T. 
Morgan to The’ Washington Post. 

I will now specify, that a law to tax 
corporations engaged in such trust com- 
bination is, in my judgment, within the 
power of congress and would suppress 
the evil. 

I think it is admitted on all sides tnat 
the power of congress to levy taxes ex- 
tends to every description of property 
that is not exempted by the character of 
its ownership. If it belongs to a state, 
Or to the federal. government, or is an 
instrumentality of, such governments, it 
is exempt from taxation; but all kinds 
of property, not so exempted, are sub- 
ject to taxation by act of congress. If 
it is real estate, the taxes must be appor- 
tioned among the states, according to 
population. These are: the only restric- 
tions upon the power of congress to tax 
any description of property that I need 
advert to. 

A corporation is an “artificial person,”’ 
whose property is as liable to taxation as 
that of a natural person, and tie capital 
stock and all assets of a corporation are 
taxable as property. 

A great many instances of such tax- 
ation, in a great variety of forms, under 
state and federal laws, can be cited to 
show that corporations are liable to tax- 
ation in ways that would be in restraint 
of constitutional rights and privileges, if 
applied to natura] persons. For exam- 
ple, their franchises—being their right of 
legal existence—may be lawfully taxed, 
while human life is not taxable. Being 
creations of the law, corporations have 
no right of exemption from taxation, that 
are not conferred by law. 

Tone power of congress to tax persons 
and corporations upon al] descriptions of 
property, being clear and without limit 
as to the form of taxation or the amount 
of the levy, the purpose of taxation 
should be the raising of revenue to sup- 
port the government and promote the 
general welfare. These purposes are at- 
tributed to all tax laws, no matter what 
other motive may actually lead to their 
enactment.. This ig. exemplified in the 
taxation of the circulation of the state 
banks, which:are public corporations, cre- 
ated by the sovereign powers of the 
states, and cannot be repealed by con- 
gress; but their circulation is lawfully re- 
pressed by federa] taxation, under the 
ruling of the supreme court. This law 
was ‘enacted by a republican congress 
and approved by a republican president, 

On the same principle, the manufacture 
and sale of oleomargarine has been sup- 
pressed, virtually and intentionally, by 
the act of a democratic congress, ap- 
proved by a democratic president, and 
that tax law has been sustained by the 
supreme court. 

In both of these tax laws, the real pur- 
pose was to contro] certain alleged evils 
that affected the general welfare, in*the 
case of the bank tax; and the private in- 
terests of thé produ@frs of butter, in the 
case of the tax on oleomargarine: and 
these purposes: were openly avowed in 
the debates in congress upon the passage 
of these measures. So that the supreme 
court and the great political parties have 
affirmed the power of congress to tax 
corporations’ on the business they are en- 
gaged in, and natural persons upon their 
industries, when they. affect the general 
welfare injuriously. 

Corporations are ‘the nesting places of 
the combinations that are called “trusts.” 
for the reason that the risk of the heavy 
operations necessary to give them con- 
trolling power are too great, even for

If the corporations can be controlled 
by law, so that such combinations will 
be severely checked, if not prohibited,

fore, the remedy by taxation will be ef- 
fectual for the protection of the people, 
if it is limited to corporations. 

Such ‘combinations among natural per- 
sons are treated as partnerships, by the 
courts, under the principles of the com- 
mon law, and they are too risky for the 
personal ventures of large capitalists.

So that, the 
general welfare is protected by any laws

Georgians in National Politics. 

Congressman LAvingston spoke some 
plafn words about the president’s anti- 
trust campaign the other day, and he is 
being widely discussed by the newspapers 
in consequence. ‘the New York Sun takes 
the utterances of the Georgia congress- 
man as text for.an editorial leader, in 
which it says: 

‘The Hon. Leonidas Felix Livingston, 
Of Georgia, is the first democratic states- 
man ana legislator, so far as we Know, 
to. pronounce publicly an opinion con- 
cerning the proposed programme of trust 
repression by constitutional amendment. 
‘The opinion is very interesting, coming 
from such a source, 

**‘Remember that Mr. Livingston repre- 
sents those very votes in congress which 
are indispensibie to the success of the 
pian. No resolution submitting an amend- 
ment to the states can pass the present 
house of representatives without the as- 
sistance of at least thirty-nine democrats 
or populhists. . 

“This would be true even if the promo- 
ters of the enterprise were Sure of every 
republican vote in the Nouse. They are 
not sure of eveft® republican vote. ‘I'wo 
years ago, when the similar amendment 
at that time advocated s0 powertully by 
Mr. Littletield, of Maine, failed to receive 
the necessary two-thirds vote, two repub- 
licans, Mr. Loud and Mr. McCall, record- 
ed themselves against it, as a matter of 
principle, although they Knew as weil vs 
any one of their. fellow-partisans that it 
was simply Rharmiess buncombe. since 
then Mr. Littlefield himself, that distin- 
guished pioneer in this field of thought, 
that earnest and practical minded student 
of the possibilities of trust-repression, has 
ranged himself with those who do not 
favor the idea of attempting to get at 
the conspiracies, combinations and monop- 
olies by means of amending the federal 
constitution. 

“Here, then, are three leading republi- 
cans of the house on record already 
against the idea; and that increases from 
thirty-nine to forty-two the minimum 
numberof democratic votes required at the 
very first stage of the process. [t is im- 
possible to say how many other house 
republicans would stand with McCall, 
Loud and Littlefield in case the amend- 
ment were proposed in good faith and 
they were confronted with the immegsura- 
ble consequences of so radical.a change in 
the federal system. Perhaps, on the 
whole, it would be safer for the managers 
of the proposed resolution to make up 
their minds that they cannot get it 
through the house until they have per- 
suaded fifty or sixty democrats to sup- 
port their plan. 

“There is nothing vet to warrant the 
hope that the situation will be any bet- 
ter for the amenders in the fifty-eighth 
house, if they should decide to postpone 
their efforts until the new congress 
meets a year from next December. The 
coming elections. however, will throw 
more light on this question. 

“The importance of Mr. Livinggton’s 
attitude will be appreciated when the 
facts already recited are clearly under- 
stood: for he is one of the house demo- 
crats w'e> would seem most likely to 
waive technical considerations of partli- 
sanship and join with the republicans in 
ariv honest and promising endeavor to re- 
press the trusts. If the Hon. Leonidas 
Felix Livingston had announced that he 
was ready to support a resolution to 
submit the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment, it would by no means have fol- 
lowed that the remainder of the required 
fiftv ‘or sixty democratic auxiliaries could 
have been enlisted. But with Mr. Liv- 
ingston setting his face sternly against 
the nrogramme. the prospect of making 
up the required number certainly fs not 
strengthened. If he is not available, 
who is? 

“Mr. Livingston declares that ‘all talk 
about a constitutional amendment to 
give congress. power to regulaté trusts 
by incorporating them is worse. than 
useless." In his opinion such an amend- 
ment could never be ratified’ bv three- 
fourths of the states. ‘It would strike 


at the fonndation of sfatehood,’ he says. 
‘The states would never give up’ their 


right in favor of congress, They never 
would think of doing that.’ 
“We are inclined to think that the gen- 


tleman is not in error. 


Nevertheless, his 


views on the possibility of ultimate rati- 
fication by the states are of much less 
immediate interest and importance than 
the positive indication he here gives of 
his own course, and of the probable course 
of the enthusiastic trust-repressing dem-

By Overwhelming Vote Taberna- 
Cle Upholds Alien Immersion, 


Report of Board of Deacons Declining 
To Accede to Request of Stone 
Mountain Baptist Associa- 

tion Adopted Almost 
. Unanimously. 


By a vote of 2% to 1, the Tabernacle 
Baptist church last night indorsed its 
present position on ‘‘alien immersion,” 
thus upholding the board of deacons and 
the pastor, Rev. Len G. Broughton, and 
refusing to “rescind its act accepting 
‘alien baptisms,’” as requeted by the 
Stone Mountain Baptist Association. 

A special meeting of the church con- 
ference was held last night for the con- 
Sidgfation of this subject. After devo- 
tional exercises, the report of the board 
of deacons was read to the church. By 
request, Dr. Broughton read the report. 

The report of the board of deacons ad- 
vances the claim that the present posi- 
tion of the Tabernacle Baptist church is 
thoroughly in line with the rules of the 
Stone Mountain Baptist Association, and 
that consequently the other churches 
have no right to call this church to ac- 
count for the practice of accepting ‘‘alien 


immersions."’ 

The report also recites that other 
churches, members of the association, 
have in years past practiced ‘alien im- 
mersion,’’ and that the association by its 
Silence on the subject has _ sanctioned 
this action on the part of the churches 
named. 

The report also brings out the fact 
‘that each Baptist church is the sole judge 
of its memberhip, and claims, therefore, 
that the action of the association in 
attempting to pass upon its qualifica- 
tions is unwarranted. The resolution, 
which was adopted by the church sanc- 
tioning the acceptance of ‘‘alien  bap- 
tisms,”’ is quoted, after which the report 
denies that this reolution is a violation 
of the rules of the Stone Mountain Bap- 
tist Association, and closes with the 
Statement that the church ‘respectfully 
and courteously’’ declines to accede to 
the request of the association. 


Report of Deacons. 


After the reading of the report, a num- 
ber of the members of the church made 
short talks, all favoring the adoption of 
the report. 

When put to a standing vote, it was 
adopted by a vote of 225 to 1. The report 
is as follows: 

The action of the Stone Mountain Assocta- 
tion, at its last session om September 2, 1902, 
in which it adopted a preamble and reso!u- 
tion directed to this church, has been given to 
the public press in advance of any commu- 
nication from the association to the church. 
We waive the formality of official notice for 
‘he time being, and beg to present promptly 
70 the constituency of the association, and 
10 the public our answer to that action. 

We do not sneak in anything but the kind- 
-st of feelings. We are found of our brethren 
and certainly do not desire to be independent 
of them. We feel sure that the brethren who 
voted for the preambie and resolution did so 
without knowing all the facts, and we feel 
very sure that the sober second thought aided 
sy the spirit of brotherly love and a desira 
for God's glory will bring them to a better 
view of this case. 

Whenever an association is formed of any, 
sort, secular or religious, which is not pro- 
vided for by law, the association is volun- 
tery. It prescribes terms of membership for 
iteelf and enacts laws for its*own government. 
The terms of membership cannot be changed 
except by unanimous consent. In its internal 
tdministration it is governed by no laws cx- 
cept its own, because nc legislative power 
has prescribed any laws for it. It can in no 
case contro] its constituency except in mat- 
ters wherein its member? have agreed to bs 
eontrolied by. 

If a mejority of the members should pass 
an order changing the term of the original 
agreement, the act would be revolutionary 
end destroy the organization, and in such case 
the minority which adhered to the original 
compact would be the,association, and the 
majority changing it would cease to have any 
right or power in it. This is a legal @pin- 
which has been well established. Ba} st 
atsocietions are of this kind. The laws tl! 
govern. them are entirely arbitrary, and arc 
adopted by an agree:sent between the mes- 
sengers of the churches and cannot bind the 
churches excem strictly within the terms of 


the agcre:ment. 
Church Did Not Violate Rules. 


There is nothing in the Scriptur? for the 
 erganization of associations, and hence there 
can be no Scripture rule for its government. 
Such bodies are voluntary end make their 
own rules arbitrarily. When a rule refers to 
a Scripture text, the rule expresses ths ful! 
meaning of the texts so far as the association 
is concerned. The articles of faith may vary 
in some particulars, but the associational ar- 
ticles present so much of the dcctrines an@ 
rules held by the several churches as are 
neeMful to the association. And those adopted 
by the assdviation are the only ones necessary 
to its formation and the only ones it can r- 
quire any church in the union to subscribe to. 
A church thet deperts from any ef these 
tules violates its agreement ani breaks its 
fellowship with the ~ association. Outside of 
these rules the association has no pow tw 
coerce. 

In the rules of church order under which the 
ftone Mountain Association was constituted, 
Nos. 3, 4 and 6 give all thal the association. 
hus seen fit to require of churches that come 
‘pte the union, so far as baptism is concerned. 
These are obligatory and nothing else is, 
They are as follows, to-wit: 

“3 Baptism in water and the Lord’s supper 
are ordinances of Jesus Christ, to be observed 
til] the second coming.

The church was erected in 1892 during 
the time that Rev. S. R. Belk was pastor, 
and is said to rank as the third Methodist 
church building in its general structure 
and proportions in the city. The property, 
including the lot with the parsonage 
building, is value at $15,000. 

When the new church was first coim- 
pleted it was left with several thousand 
dollars indebtedness, notwithstanding the 
strenuous efforts of Dr. Belk, which has 
for several years embarrassed its mem- 
bership and hindered its progress. From 
year to year the amount has been re- 
duced until during the past two years, 
while Dr. Quillian has served the church, 
all the debt has been liquidated except a 
small amount, which will be raised at the 
dedidatory exercises next Sunday. 

Last vear the church met all of its 
financial obligations and paid more to 
the general collections for conference 
claims than ever before in its history 
and has al] these ciaims secured for the 
present year.

He has 
served Payne Memorial for two years, 
having come here: from West Point, 
where he served the Methodist church 
with eminent success for four years.

Movement Inaugurated by Dr. J. W. 
Blosser To Culminate Tonight. 


IT WILL COST ABOUT $5,000 


Work Will Commence Immediately 
and Will Be Rapidly Pushed to 
Completion. 


A new tabernacle, to be known as the 
People’s Tabernacle, is to be built in At- 
lanta on the corner of McDaniel and 
Hightower strects, one block from White- 
hall, at a cost of about $5,900 and with 
a seating capacity of aboi't 2,000. 

The Peopl:’s Tabernacle movement was 
inaugurated by Dr. J. W. Blosser some 
time ago, and has been meeting with 
such success that its promoters, the 
members of the church known as the 
United Brethren in Christ, have decided 
to build the large tabernacle at once. 

The property has been purchased, and 
this evening at 7:3 o'clock a “ground 
breaking’ service will be held on the lot. 
Appropriate religious ceremonies will be 
observed to celebrate the beginning of 
the foundation work preparatory to the 
erection of a building, which when com- 
pleted will have the largest seating ca- 
racity of any church or euditorium in the 
city except the Baptist Tabernacle. 

The location of the new tabernacle is 
a most fevorable one, being situated in 
one of the most densely populate? sec- 
ticns of the city, which has hjAitherto been 
stranre'y ovcriooked in the matter of 
church enterprises, there being no church 
near the location selected, and, in fact, 
there is but one other church in all that 
s¢ciion of the city between South Prvor 
street and West End. The new taber- 
racie will be readily accessible from all 
parts of the city, being directly on the 
tarracks car line, and but one block from 
the car lines on Whitehall street. 

In speaking of the new church yester- 
day, Dr. Blosser said: 

“A deep religious interest tas already 
been manifested in. the meetings which 
we have been holding in the large tent 
cr McDaniel street opposite the lof on 
which the tabernacle will be built. An 
crganization of fifty members has been 
effected, and a large Sunday school has 
been organized. The entire movement 
is being conducted upon thorough-going 
evangelistic lines.

-and living godly, consistent lives. 

“The authority of the Word of God 
vill be emphasized, and the need of a 
scund conversion, a personal religious ex- 
perience, practical piety and a life devot 
ed to doing good, wi'l be insisted upon. 

“Earnest Christians of all denominae- 
tions ere invited and expected to coap- 
erate with this ‘forward movement.’

DOCTORS FAIL TQ REPORT 


Tardy in Notifying the Health Of- 
' ficer About Diseases. 


Restaurant 
and Buf Cos 


LAW REQUIRES STATEMENTS 


Two Diseases Added to Old List by 
Board of Health Some 
Months Ago. 


It is evider:t, according to a statement 
made by the city health officer yester- 
day, that many Atlanta physicians have 
failed recently to report the existence 
of disease in the city. There is a law 
which requires that such reports be made 
promptly to the proper city authorities, 
and Dr. J. P. Kennedy, the health officer, 
complains that some of the doctors are 
certainly not keeping this law in mind. 

According to the old law, immediate 
reports were required of smallpox, scarlet 
fever, typhoid fever, diphtheria and mem- 
branous croup. Some months ago the 
board of health added tuberculosis and 
chicken pox to this list, and the physi- 
cians throughcut the city were notified 
that. in future, it-would be necessary for 
them to incorporate these two in their re- 
ports of diseases. the existence of which 
might become known to them. 

In order to keep up the vital statistics 
of-the health office, it is very necessary 
that the health officer keep fully inform- 
ed about diseases which exist in the 
city, and Dr. Kennedy expresses the 
hope that the physicians will assist him 
as much as possible in this work. It 
seoms that the doctors are furnished 
with cards upon which to write their re- 
ports, and they are also given other 
facilities for keeping the health officer 
thoroughly posted. All births are also 
required to be reported, but it is often 
found that such events are recorded some 
time after they occur. 

Speaking of the matter yesterday, Dr. 
Kennedy said: 

‘As the city health officer, I am re- 
quired to keep a record, which must be 
as complete and accurate as possible, 
of disease throughout the city, and I am 
dependent for this information upon the 
various physicians in town. I have no 
desire to do any one an injustice, but it 
is my impression that some of the’ doc- 
tors are not reporting these matters as 
promptly ap they might. I Lope they wil! 
give me asimuch assistance as possible 
in keeping k of disease,”

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, September 1!0.—Speculators in the 
grain markets played something of a waiting 
game today pending the issuance of the gov- 
ernment crop report.

weather, 

The average condition at harvest of winter 
and spring wheat combined was 80, against 
82.8 last year. 69.6.in 1900 and a ten-year 
average of 78.9. Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and 
Iilinois report 13, 18, 15 and 21 points and 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska and 
Missouri 20, 24, 25 and 24 points respectively 
above their ten-year averages. The condition 
in Minnesota differs only 1! point from the 
state’s ten-year average, while Pennsylvania 
and California report § points below the ten- 
year average, Iowa 12 points below and Kan- 
sas, with a condition of 49.23 points below the 
term-vear average of the state. 

The average condition of oats when harvested 
was 87.2, against 72.! last year, 82.9 in 1900 
and a ten-year average of 79.7. While there 
will be an exceptionally large crop of oats, 
there are indications that the crop will b> 
very deficient in point of quality. Of the ten 
states having 1,000,000 acres and upward 
in oats, Iowa alone reports a condition coim- 
paring favorably with its ten-year average, 
New York, Wisconsin, Ohtfo, Michigan, Penn- 
syivania, Indiana, Minnesota, Nebragka ani 
lilinois being far above their ten-year aver- 
ages. 

The average condition of barley when har- 
vested was 89.7, against 83.8 last year, 70.7 
in 1900 and 82, the mean averages of the 
last ten years. 

The condition at harveet of winter and spring 
rye combined was 90.2, against 84.9 last year, 
84.2 in 1900 and 85.4 the mean average for 
the last ten years. 

The average condition of buckwheat on Sep- 
tember | was 86.4, against 91.4 August |], 
1902, 91.1 a year ago, 80.5 on September |], 
1900. and 84.7 the mean of the averages or 
the last ten years. 

Seven of the principal 
conditions ranging from | 
their ten-year averages, while in Kentucky. 
New York and Tennessee conditfons are 2, 
5 and 6 points respectively below such aver- 
ages. 

There was a decline in the condition of sweet 
potatoes during August, and in all of the prin- 
cipal states except New Jersey, Virginia and 
South Carolina present conditions are below 
their ten-year averages. 

The acreage of clover seed has been con- 
siderably reduced since last year, only two 
of the principal states, Maryland and Ohjio, 
reporting even a small increase. The other 
important states, except Kansas, in which 
state the area is the same as last year, re- 
ports decreases. In California, Utah and Colo- 
rado conditions are below their ten-year aver- 
ages, while all other states except Maryland, 
in which state the condition ts the @eame as 
the ten-year average. 

Of the eight principal sugar cane producing 
states Florida, Texas and Arkansas report im- 
provement in condition during August, while 
Louisiana shows a decline of | point during 
the month, South Carolina, Mississippi, Geor- 
gia and Alabama 4. All but two of the prin- 
cipal sugar cane producing states—Arkansas 
and Texas—show conditions below their ten- 
year averages. 

An improvement in the condition of rice 
during August is reported in but one of the 
rice growing states—North Carolina—in which 
state an improvement of 4 points was made 
during the month. In Loutsiana and South 
Carolina there was a decline of 2 points, Geor- 
gia 3, Florida and Alabama 4, Texas and 
Mississippi |! and in all rice growing states 
except Texas conditions range from | to 2> 
points below their eight-year averages. 

Of the states having 4,000,000 trees ani 
upward in apples, eleven report an improve- 
ment in condition during August. All but six 
of the important apple growing states report 
conditions ranging from 7 to 32 points above 
their ten-year averages. Indiana, West Vir- 
ginia, Virginia, Tennessee and Kentucky re- 
port conditions below such average, while Ohio 
just equals it. 

Reports as to the productio 
range from 10 per cent in I ints to 99 in 
Oklahoma. In all but eight of the etates 
having 2,000,000 trees and upward in 1899 a 
production exceeding the ten-year average is 
probable. 

In all the states in which the production of 
grapes is of more than local importance, the 
condition is equal to or above the ten-year 
average. 

There is a decrease in the number of stock 
hogs now being fattened as compared with the 
number a year ago in every important hog 
raising etate except Pennsylvania, where an 
increase of | per cent is noted. Reports as 
to size and weight of stock hogs Indicate a 
condition above the ten-year average in but 
four of the principal states—IlMnois, Missouri, 
Tennessee and Pennsylvania.

Vluation of Railway Property. 

The statistical report of the interstate 
commeree commission for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1902, contains some. inter- 
esting figures concerning railway capital- 
ization and valuation in the United States. 

The amount of railway capital out- 
standing on June 30, 1901, Was $11,688,1/7,991. 
this amount, on a mileage basis, repre- 
sents a capitalization of $61,528 per mile of 
line. Of the total capital stated, $5,806,597, - 
1% existed in the form of stock, of which 
$4,475,439,721 was common stock and $1,- 
371,157,384 preferred stock. The amount 
which existed in the form of @inded debt 
was $5,881,580,.887. This amount comprised 
the following items: Mortgage bonds, 
$5,048,.811.611; miscellaneous obligations, 
$545,780,485; income bonds, $21,872,068. and 
equipment trust obligations, $68,116,723. 
The amount of current Habilities, which 
is not included in the foregoing figures, 
wes $620;403,419, or $3,266 per mile of line. 

The amount of capita] stock paying no 
dividends was $2,829,021,925. or 48.73 per cent 
of the total amount outstanding. Omit- 
ting equipment trust obligations, the 
amount of funded debt which paid no in- 
terest was $61,905,208. Of the stock pay- 
ing dividends, 8.82 per cent of the total 
amount oustanding paid from 1 to 4 per 
cent, 13.37 per cent pald from 4 to 5 per 
cent, 10.47 per cent paid from 5 to 6 per 
cent, 8.71 per cent paid “from 6 to 7 per 
cent, and 6.67 per cent paid from 7 to 8 
per cent. ‘The amount of dividends de- 
clared: during the year was $156,735,7S84, 
which is equivalent to a dividend of 5.26 
per cent on the amount of stock on which 
some dividend was declared. The amount 
of dividends declared in 19800 was $139,597,- 
972. The amount of mortgage bonds pay- 
ing no interest was $198,675,968, or 39.35 per 
cent: of miscellaneouS obliigations, $/%,- 
072.489, or 14.30 per cent, and of income 
bonds, $85,156,746, or 38.90 per cent.
